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a valve having a portioj/movable within the conduit between a first 
positiorf inhibiting fluid communication between the inlet and the outlet, and a second 
position permitting fluid communication between the inlet and the outlet; 

an actuator connected to the valve to permit manual movement of the 
valve between the firsthand the second positions, the actuator being located entirely 
outside the conduct; and 

;olenoid connected directly to the valve to move the valve between 
the first and'second positions independent of the actuator in response to an electrical 
input tolne solenoid. 


REMARKS: 

Applicant has elected to prosecute claims 21-27 directed to Invention II, and 
cancelled claims 28-39. Applicant has further added claim 40, which Applicant 
submits is also directed to Invention II. Accordingly, claims 21-27 and 40 remain 
pending.
